Dublin Craftsmanship 


Before the tariff on assembled golf clubs 
came into operation in the Irish Free 
State few amateurs considered themselves 
‘‘in the fashion *’ unless they had in their 
bags sets of graded clubs bearing the 
names of certain American winners of The 
Open. or Amateur Championhips. For the 
distinction of having these celebrated 
names stamped on their clubs they were 
willing to pay fabulous prices) prices 
altogether out of proportion to their 
worth. Since the tariff came on, however, 
there has been a pronounced slump in 
these products of mass production. The 
opening of a factory in the Irish Free 
State has brought about an appreciable 
reduction in the golfer’s expenses, while 
the club-makers attached to our clubs are 
finding it increasingly difficult to cope 
with the requirements of members who 
formerly evinced a decided preference for 
the American hallmark of super excel- 
lence. i 

There is nothing that looks or wears as 
well as a first-class, hand-made club, but 
golf club-making by hand is. rapidly 
becoming 4 lost art. Not in Dublin, how- 
ever. Recently Mr. W. R. Ogilvie. of the 
Cork Club. and Dr. Burke. of Fermoy, 
spent a golfing holiday in Northern Spain. 
Two members of the Pedrena Club, 
Santander, one 4 Spaniard and the other 
a Norwegian, took such a fancy to Mr. 
Ogilvie’s Dollymount-made clubs that they 
asked him to have exactly similar clubs 
made for them by Smyth, who duly 
despatched them to Santander. An 
American playing at Dollymount this year 
brought back fifteen Dublin-made clubs 
to New York, and I have also seen in 
Smyth's shop orders from golfers ‘n

‘finds’’ at the Memorial Park, Island- 
bridge, Dublin. Archdeacon Begley, Presi- 
dent, was im the chair. | 
Mr. Gogan pointed out that Limerick and 
Dublin were linked by the bonds of a 
common origin in the citadels established at 
both centres by the marauding buccaneers of 
the north, who landed there in the ninth 
and tenth centuries. The archaologies of 
these colonial establishments, as of in 
Cork, Waterford, County Louth and the 
Strangferd Lough region, were still un- 
developed, and, except in the case of Dublin, 
it was difficult to establish an exact picture 
of these ancient port-towns of timber. How- 
ever, it was possible to create an fmaginary 
picture on the analogy of other settlements 
in the homeland of these hardy wanderers. 
A good example exists three miles west of 
Stockhelm, the ancient fortress of B)érké, 
recently excavated by native archeologists. 
The type situation was the same as in the 
case of Dublin and other Irish cities. A 
few miles up from the sea, on a fjord or 
river, on the high terrace they built their 
principal oppidum—an earthen bank sur- 
mounted by a stout palisade; the adjacent 
creeks offered harborage to their numerous 
ships; @ short way outside the city a 
mounded area offered a last resting place to 
the dead, and in the neighbouring woodlands 
they set their samctua y wherein to worship 
Thor or Odi: or Freya. 


ROOM FOR RESEARCH 


Continuing, Mr Gogan said that it was 
regrettable that so little research into 
Limerick origins had yet been attempted. 
Except for gereralised reviews by Father 
Lee and the excells1t summary of city 
origins to be found ia the President's (Arch- 
deacon Begley) History of Limerick, which 
in no way claimed to be exhaustive, the 
whole subject was still awaiting its full 
exploitation. There could be no doubt that 
Limerick was as full-blood d and +s fully 
developed a Norse city as Bergen, the 
Reirbhe of the Irish romances, Bjérké in 
Sweden, or Isborsk on the Russian border. 

The main citadel at Dublin was situated on 
the prominence vecupied by Dublin Castle 
and Christ Church Cathedral, both of which 
were, in effect, Scandinavian foundations. The 
garths and villages of the Noxsemen extended 
along the same ridge—by Kilmainham, Inchi- 
core and Islandbridge, to Chapelizod, and 
even to Clondalkin—and the strip of territory 
thas indicated was the backbone of the Nerse 
Kingdom of Dublin, and it was along this 
line that the major number of jects 
in the national collections and, he regretted 
to Nig. in some foreign collections, were dia- 
covered. 

The chief centres of discoveries were Kil- 
mainham, Islandbridge and Inchicore, and 
they were made mainly in the course of public 
works of one kind or another. Those at 
Islandbridge, for example, were made in 1866 
by Corporation workers, engaged in obtatming 
road material. This was & very consistent 
group of interments, with a battlefield air 
about them. The building of the terminus ‘at 
Kingsbridge and the Great. Southern line cut 
through the whole region. and manv of the 
finds, including those of a miscellaneous 
character,. were discovered in this process, 
ranging between the years 1848 and 1861. The 
whole, taken with scattered remains from 
ether Viking sites throughout the country, 
formed one of the most valuable in Kourope. 
Dr, Joseph Boe, of the Bergen Museum, a 
well-known worker on Scandinavian antiqui- 

_ ties, was at present engaged on a complete 
study of the Irish material, which had already 
heen the subject of an important paper from 
the hand of the late E. C. R. Armstrong, 
Keeper of Irish Antiquities. It might w 
taken, therefore, that the recent finds at 
Islandbridge would excite almost as much in- 
terest in Norway, whence most of the Irish 
Vikings came, as here m Ireland.

and by Mr. T. J. Byrne, chief architect of the 
Office of Public Works, who has planned the 
remarkable series of gardens, etc., ensured 
that the National Museum should have the 
fullest facilities in investigating the new sets 
of remains. In one case a bertal, apparently 
of no great importance, had been interfered 
with by mischievous persons, in spite of the 
fact that reasonable care had been taken to 
pe it. Last year a complete interment 
ad come to light, enriching the national col- 
lection with two swords one a very fine 
specimen i ; a splendid battle-axe, and 
various iron nails and staples, which may 
have helped to make a coffin, or, alterna- 
tively, were part of some other timber con- 
| Segortion. The second burial was discovered 
only last week, and included another fine 
sword, ritually broken, like the principal 
sword found last year, and a dagger, also 
apparently ritaalty ‘broken. When found the 
parts of the latter were so rusted and en- 
crusted as to make their identification doubt- 
ful, and until the treatment which they are 
undergoing at present was completed it would 
be impossible to be quite sure on the point. 

The special value of this year’s work was 
that it had been found possible to remove the 
skeleton virtually entire. In this part of the 
operation a special tribute should be paid 
te Dr. E. P. MacLeughlin, chief of the 
| Medical School at University College, Dublin, 
and the leading Irish authority on physiotog)- 
cal anthropology. Thanks to his advice, @ 
relatively successful transfer had been made 
possible, and the Museum was not relying on 
him to reconstitute the missing, decayed or 
broken parts. As far as the lecturer knew, 
this would be the first complete interment 
set up to illustrate the epech in any museum 
outside the Scandinavian countries. 

A great deal of engineering skill had been

OTHER VIKING BURIALS 


In conclusion, the lecturer summarised the 
facts connécted with numerous Viking 
burials, both in Ireland and in the honte- 
land of the Vikings. He paid a tribute to 
the splendid work which the Oslo Museum, 
notably the late Dr. Gustafsson, had achieved 
im the successful excavation a removal 
intact of the famous Oseberge ship-barial, 
one of the artistic wonders of arch#ological 
discovery. Although im the last few years 
the Isle of Man archeologists had secured 
their first ship-burial, mo such burial had 
yet come to light in Ireland. Somewhere 
in the environments «f Limerick or Dublin 
such another ship as that of Queen Asa 
might be awaiting discovery. If such were 
| the case, it was to be hoped that the re- 
straint shown by the farmer who discovered 
the Queen Asa would be imitated here. Hav- 
ing made his discovery, his first move was 
to acquaint the Christiania (Oslo) Museum, 
ap act that entitled him to world recogmiton. 

In dealing with the Vikings of the ninth 
and the tenth centuries, Limerick archeo- 
logists should remember those other Vikings 
of 1,500 years earlier, who, sailing up the 
Shannon, established a powerful State in the 
fertile plains of Clare, Limerick and 
Tipperary, leaving us the magnificent legacy 
of gold collars which the recent discovery 
at Gleninsheen, now, thanks to Judge 
Gleeson, in the National Museum, so eplen- 
didly illustrated. Their first citadel may, 
like that of the later Norsemen, have been 
situated on Inis Sibbtean, a site also asso- 
ciated with the Earna, by which name there 
was good reason for assuming that the de- 
scendants of those pre-historic Vikings were 
known, and whose assembly place at Cush, 
near Kilfinane, was at present being ex- 
cavated.

DEAN'S ADDRESS 


The Rev. John Burke, dean, in an address 
to the congregation, said that it: was truly 
inspiring to see so many young under- 
graduates from among the various faculties 
who, animated by the highest motives, volun- 
teer as participators in the various works of 
Catholic action, thereby helping to spread 
the reign of Christ in our midst. The Church 
to-day, confronted with new problems, needed 
educated youth of clear vision and generous 
sympathies that could think and do and dare 
greatly, if not.prudently.

DEATH FROM -

to board the train McQuail would have to

He was beside the line, and 
she advised him not to move until she told 
him. She passed under two wagons, and 
when she got to the other side she looked 
back and saw McQuail following her. She 
shouted to him to go back, and with that the 
train gave a jerk onwards, and went for about 
twenty yards and then stopped. She went 
round the back of the train and saw McQuail 
partly sitting and partly tying beside the line. 
He was conveyed by train to Navan Hospital. 
Further questioned, Mrs. Quinn stated that 
it was her duty to signal the guard of the 
train to go on, and he signalled the driver. 
On the morning in question she did not signal 
the guard or the driver as she had not time, 
hut she wavéd her hand to stop the train. 
There was no recognised pathway across the 


line 

Peter Clarke, the guard of the train, said 
that Mrs. Quinn's house was one side and 
the platform the other. Witness was looking 
out the platform side when the train stopped, 
and saw a woman passenger boarding. He 
looked out the other side and saw the halt- 
keeper getting in through the wagons with 
McQuail following. The train moved slowly 
at the time, and he saw McQuail fall back. 
Witnéss got out and went to attract the 
driver's attention to stop the train. He 
did not know how the tram came to start, as 
he did not give the signal to Mrs. 
uinn usually gave him the signal, or when 
the train was long on account of a bend 
she gave the driver thé signal. 

Joseph Daly, the driver of the train, 
said that he was ea twenty years.

affirmed that in the 5th centurv, at Clonmac- 
noise and Armagh, early forms of the chant 
had existed under Ciaran and St. 
Benignus. In 650 A.D. St. Gertrude of 
Brabant sent for t--o Irish monks, St. Foillan 
and St. Ultan, to teach psalmody to her 
nuns; also, St. Marlduff, the Irish founder 
of Malmesbury, composed some of the hymns 
in the Sarum MSS. 

Proposing a vote of thanks to the lecturer, 
the Rev. Father J. Marnane, C.C., said that 
the chant is the special property of the Trish 
people, as was proved by the distinctly Irish 
character of its modes, and the fact that the 
body of the chant, to a great extent, was 
composed of Irish melodies introduced by 
Irish monks.

ILLEGAL SEIZURES 


DECREES FOR TWOPENCE 
——--&x— ——

STRABANE, Saturday. . 


_ At Strabane Quarter Sessions on Saturday, 
Sergeant Stewart, of the Castlederg Customs 
Patrol, was the defendant in actions brought 
by three Tullycar men for illegal seizure of 
cattle: Edward McGoldrick, junior, claimed 
£20 damages in respect of 3 cattle; Edward 
McGoldrick, sen., claimed £40 for four head 
of cattle, and James Collins, £30, in respect 
of four head of cattle. 

Doctor Burke, solicitor for the plaintiffs, 
said that on the morning of the 7th June 
the police intercepted and seized seventy 
head of cattle on their way to Strabane far. 
‘* Indeed,” declared Dr. Burke, “TI never 
heard of anything worse outside Russia.” 
On behalf of his clients, he appealed to 
the Customs authorities to institute Petty 


no action was taken. He wrote time after 
time to the Customs authorities to have the 
case dealt with by a bench of magistrates to 
determine whether or not the cattle were 
roperly seized, but until now no action had 
arú taken, although on the 26th July two 
of the four animals seized from one of his 
clients were returned in an emaciated con- 
dition. 

Collins said that on the 7th June he left 
}home with four animals for Strabane Fair, 
and when he was going by Castlederg Police 
Barracks Sergeant Stewart and a constable 
came out and seized the cattle. On the 
26th July he got two of the cattle back in 
a very emaciated condition. 

Mr. James Cooper, solicitor, who appeared 
for the Customs authorities, stated that Ser- 
geant Stewart, who seized the cattle, was 
not satisfied with the answers given to him 
by the plaintiff regarding the cattle, which 
were then seized and placed on good grazing 
lands near Enniskillen. - Later the cattle 
were brought back to Collins, and he gave 
a satisfactory account of two of them, but 
was unable to satisfy the sérgeant as to 
the origin of the other two. The two cattle 
were then re-seized. On a still later date 
(the authorities brought the cattle back to 
the houses of the two other plaintiffs, and 
Sergeant Stewart again asked them to ac- 
rount for the cattle. The answérs, however, 
were considered unsatisfactory, and the 
cattle were re-seized. | 

The Judge, having reviewed the evidence 
at length, said that a decree in each of those 
‘cases must be limited to the sum of two- 
‘pence, and there must be a recital on each 
order that the Court was of opinion that 
there was reasonable and probable cause for 
the seizure. There would be no costs. He 
did not believe the suggestion that the cattle 
suffered deterioration. He commended Ser- 
geant Stewart, who, he said, had been most 
‘discriminating, and whose evidence in Court 
was candid. k

A moral issue which agitates Southern 
Ireland periodically has raised its head 
now in England, and promises to evoke 
widespread discussion. Some days ago the

‘higher authority ’’—but it holds, at the 
same time, that the real responsibility les 
with the Government, and that there is 
good ground for the creation of a “ British 
Board of Novel Censors.’’ Presumably, as 
Sir Charles Grant Robertson observes in an 
entertaining letter to The Times, such a 
board would read, in manuscript or proof, 
every novel designed for circulation in 
Britain, and would grant it an “ adult ”’ 
certificate, after the 
fashion of the existing film censorship.

throughout the Saorstdt; young people 
who seldom read anything beyond a crime’ 


story canvassed their friends for furtive 
copies of the outlawed publications. 
Admittedly, the glamour of the hunt has 


worn off, but the instinct of rebellion, 


ever present in the young, still makes the 
chance acquisition of a banned book an 
eminently desirable achievement. The 
Censorship Board has failed lamentably. 
It has kept a few dirty novels from the 
Free State public; but we greatly fear 
that it has whetted an appetite for un- 
desirable reading which hardly existed 
before 1929. 

To anybody acquainted with modern 
English literature a glance through the 
Register of Prohibited Publications will 
provide abundant evidence of the inepti- 
tude of censorship. On that list there are, 
perhaps, half-a-dozen novels which would 
have enjoyed a fair circulation in the 
Saorstát; there are scores whose existence 
nobody in this country would have 
suspected if the Board had not given 
them publicity. Numbers of people to- 
day, hearing of a new novel, scan the 
Register to learn if its author’s previous 
work has been banned, and buy the novel 
on the strength of this sinister recom- 
Therein lies the essential flaw 
of censorship, whose condemnation is that 
it replaces imaginary by real dangers. 
A further flaw is that no censorship can 
be complete. While the Board has been 
banning a flock of almost harmless novels, 
it has permitted the circulation of many 
which are by no means harmless, and 


thereby has brought itself into ridicule. 


The gravest peril of all lies deep 
in the nature of censorship. 
Americans, deprived of genuine liquor, 
turned to the deleterious, and often deadly,

ARMAMENTS 


VISCOUNT CECIL 
EXPLAINS THE PEACE 
BALLOT 


The League .of Nations Union and 
many national parties, churches, societies, 
and organisations are about to launch 
a national declaration on the League and 
Armaments, and Viscount Cecil, who is at 
the head of this movement, explains in the 
following statement on '' The Peace Ballot ”’ 
the effort to ascertain ‘‘the real British 


feeling ’’ :— 

“ One of the greatest practical political 
problems of the day is how to make the will 
of the people prevail. 

“ A general election can only give an in- 
complete picture of the people's desires, It 
will show, no doubt, that one party, or one 
set of Ministers, has what is called ‘ the con- 
fidence of the country.’ But it will not, and 
cannot, give much indication of the popular 
opinion on particular questions. Yet, from 
time to time, some great issue may arise 
fundamental to the very existence of the 
State. 

‘* Such an issue is peace or war. On such 
a question as that we want a clear and un- 
mistakable pronouncement. For it goes to 
the root of everything of political importance. 
Whatever a man may believe in politically, 
whether he favours progress or. stability, 
whether he chiefly values individual enterprise 
or collective action, war must destroy his 
hopes. War produces both revolution and 
reaction, as we have seen in the last twenty 
years; for war is, in its essence, an appeal 
from reason to force. 


EUROPEAN SITUATION 


“ The truth of this has become increasingly 
apparent in the last few years, and par- 
ticularly in the last twelve months. Any 
impartial observer will agree that force is 
being more and more established as the 
governing motive in Europe. Bolshevism, 
Nazism—in a word, dictatorship—whether on 
the left or right, is increasing its grip on 
western civilisation, and with it has come a 
discrediting of the system of organised peace 
so painfully built up since 1919. 

“To many of us this seems a terrible 
disaster, and we are convinced that it is 
absolutely in the teeth of what the peoples 
of the world want, 

“ H only we could make evident what is 
the real British feeling, surely that would be 
a real asset for peace! After all, every 
British Government must desire peace. If 
efforts in that direction have seemed in: 
adequate, it must be because it was doubtful 
how far a more enterprising policy would be 
supported by public opimon. Democratic 
Governments can only do what democracies 
approve. Why not give our democracy a 
chance to say what its wishes are? 

“That was the genesis of the. Peace Ballot. 
We are going to ask the people of the 
United Kingdom to say ‘Yes’ or ‘No’ to 
five questions on peace and disarmament, 

“I have heard it said that the ballot was 
started as a political move against the 
National Government. Nothing could be less 
true. We want the largest possible vote on 
the questions asked. In drafting them, we 
took propositions which we believed had been 
unanimously approved by the Executive Com- 
mittee and the Council of the League of 
Nations Union, bodies which contain repre- 
sentatives of the three parties in the State, 
and we asked each of the three parties to 


assist in the work.”

The list 
of missing also includes 500 names, 
mostly Irish, of men of the 
Lancashire Fusiliers, that regi- 
ment having been .stationed in 
Dublin just before the outbreak of 
war.

HOW FINEGAN ESCAPED

While James Finegan, the young 
Dundalk dairy proprietor, and the central! 
figure in the scnsational escape after being 
kidnapped, refuses to discuss the matter, 
a special correspondent is able to tell the 
story to-day. The tale reads more like a 
chapter from a film story than a descrip 
tion of a happening in Ireland. 

Last Sunday morning Mr. Finegan, who 
delivers milk twice a day in Dundalk, was 
engaged at his usual work in the principal 
street m Dundalk. He was suddenly 
pounced upon by two men, who whippea 
out revolvers as he left a yardway where 
he had handed in milk. ‘While he still 
held his milk cans in his hands a white 
pillow cover was thrust over his head, and 
his hands and legs were tied. 


HELD IN COWSHED 


He was thrown into a motor car which 
was in the gateway and the engine of 
which was running, The two men jumped 
in alongside Finegan,-and pushed him on 
to the floor of the car, which proceeded out 
of Dundalk at a fast speed. The captured 
man had no idea where he was being taken, 
but after a very long journey he found 
himself removed from the car and marched 
into a cowshed in the heart of the country. 
A bed of straw was made for him in the 
shed, and here, under the care of two 
armed men, he spent a whole week in 
captivity. He was allowed exercise once a 
day, the exercise consisting of being walked 
rgund a haggard for a short time between 
his two guards. He had never been allowed 
to leave within forty yards of the shed. 
and had not the faintest idea where he 
was. 


THE ESCAPE 
At daybreak on Saturday morning he 


awoke, and from his bed of straw observed 
that both of his guards were fast asleep. 


pullover and socks. His coat and boots 
were in another corner of the shed, and he 
decided to make a dash for liberty without 
either coat or boots. 

In the semi-darkness he crept from the 
shed, and soon found himself in the fields. 
Not knowing where he was, he found diffi 
culty in escaping, and he hesitated to 
make for the main roads, lest he should 
be overtaken in one of the two motor cars 
which he had seen about the farmyard. 


ARRIVAL IN BALBRIGGAN 


After making a detour of several miles, 
mainly through the fields, he reached the 
town of Balbriggan and made his way to 
the Civic Guard barrack there. 

He was afterwards taken to his home 
at Dundalk, where his wife and three 
young children reside. 

James Finegan is a young man, and 
one of the best-known Republicans in the 
Dundalk district for years past. This is 
not the first sensational escapade in which 
he has figured. When only a boy he was 
one of those detained in Dundalk Jail, 
and when a hole was blown in the jail 
wall and many of the political prisoners 
escaped he was one of the first to get 
through the hole, and made good his 


escape.

GIRL UNCONSCIOUS 


Four girls, wearing blue blouses, when 
collecting at the Nelson Pillar, were 
attacked by men and women. Three of 
the girls escaped, but the fourth was 
knocked unconscious before the Guards 
could intervene. She was carried into the 
St. John Ambulance Hut, where she later 
revived. Her collecting box was burst 
open and the money scattered about.

The crowd 
had assumed a very threatening attitude 
when a _ reinforcement of Civic 
arrived and dispersed them.

‘This is the most vigorous attack ever 
made upon us.

In an editorial article to-day The Times 
observes :—Recent correspondence upon the 
question of the compensation payable for 
property compulsorily acquired under Slum 
Clearance Orders has revealed what are 
the disputable points in the present 
system. This is not a matter which can 
be judged as it has been judged,, with the 
object of deriving from it the greatest 
possible amount of party capital. There 
is no conspiracy on foot to delay or to 
frustrate the slum clearance eampaign, 
which is now at a critical and promising 
stage, and if there were, it would certainly 
be defeated. On the contrary, there is, 
or should be, no insuperable difficulty in 
combining an. even better rate of slum 
clearance with greater justice to all 
concerned. . If, indeed, the demand put 


SLUM

in the present system of compensation 
were an. ‘‘agitation against the Slum 
Clearance Act,” as Sir Austen Chamber- 
lain seems to think, and as the Labour 
Party are proclaiming it to be, no respon- 
sible person would give it any countenance. 
But the evidence of legitimate complaint is 
too strong to allow complete complacency 
with the present system—in the interest 
of slum clearance itself. The injustice of 
the existence of slums is, indeed, very 
great and general, but it is not to be cured 
by the infliction of other injustices, which 
might well make some local authorities 
reluctant to act. 

Since it does not matter by whom slums 
are cleared, so long as they are cleared, 
owners should have a right to know what 
will satisfy the authorities in the matter 
of reconstruction and repairs, and to carry 
out the work themselves, subject to proper 
safeguards that they will carry it out 
without delay. These changes are no con- 
cession to “ slum landlords.’”’ They do 
not imply that investment in slum pro- 
perty should be remunerative. They do 
hot involve any slowing down of slum 
clearance. They only recognise that a 
landlord who has neither profiteered nor 
contributed to causing slums should not be 
faced practically with a total loss, and by 
promising greater justice they will lessen 
the reluctance of local authorities to pre- 
pare adequate schemes.

Mr. Cosgrave said that two.or three years 
ago the Fianna Fail propagandists had 
pictured a land flowing with milk and 
honey. The Government party said that 
they would reduce taxation and make the 
lot of the farmer more prosperous. When 
some criticism had been passed as to that 
programme, and when warnings that there 
was a danger to the sale of Irish goods 
were issued by the Opposition, they were 
told that it was only English propaganda. 
Fianna Fail had stated that trade took no 
account of politics, but there was one thing 
that the people of this country could not 
forget, and that was that although the 
farmers were told that three million pounds 
were to be kept in this country, they had 
paid four and a half millions and over it 
last year for that particular experiment. 


UNEMPLOYMENT 


If they looked at the employment returns 
they would see that, while 80,000 had gone 
into employment, over 100,000 people were 
registered as unemployed. It was in 
circumstances such as these that the three 
organisations had come together, to form 
the United Ireland Party. The party was 
formed not merely for the purpose of 
defeating the Fianna Fail programme, but 
to push forward a good national policy. 
The first thing which would have been 
sufficient justification for the new party 
was the unity of the country. Any man or 
party who took steps to bring that about 
should get a fair chance to get the support 
of the people. That problem was facing 
the Government when it went into office, 
but so far not a single inch had been cut 
off the border. 

Having stated that. the main purpose of 
the United Ireland Party was to secure 
a change of Government, Mr. Cosgrave 
said that another purpose of the party 
was to enable the people of the country 
to sell the goods produced here.

THEN AND NOW 


Continuing, Mr. Cosgrave said that in 
the last year of his Administration the

£700,000 from super tax. They had 
actually collected £789,000 that year.

£139,000 less. Last year the Government 
collected £635,000.

It 
was their ambition to respect the law, but 
at the same time they wanted it clearly 
understood that the law must be applied 
justly, and that if people could not pay 
their land annuities or rates it was the 
Government who. was robbing them. 

General O'Duffy, he added, had left the 
organisation.
